2. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole 
would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived 
by the manner in which the invention was made. 

a. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Raulerson et al. (U.S. Patent 5,672,263) in view of Ivestor et al. (U.S. Patent 
3,774,999). 

Raulerson discloses a method of monitoring machining in an electrochemical 
machining, use of a ultrasonic sensor to detect gap side, thickness of the 
workpiece (col.3, lines 15-41, col. 1-2, lines 50-13), included signal on the 
workpiece, calculate gap size (fig. 1), flowing fluid in the process of using 
ultrasonic sensing (col. 1-2, lines 62-13), use of electric power in the system (fig. 
1), use of contact and immersion transducers (col. 3, lines 15-41), regulating, 
disconnecting the electric power while generating ultrasonic waves (col. 2, lines 
14-30). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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Raulerson did not disclose the calculation included multiplication and division of 
the signal. Ivestor disclose such approach to compensate for reducing frequency 
deviation in signal reading (col. 14-15, lines 51-30). 
It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify Raulerson to have the calculation included 
multiplication and division of the signal in order to compensate for reducing 
frequency deviation in signal reading.
